My machine was badly 
shot up and my engine hit, so I had to 
land In some trenches southeast of 
ray. [ crashed badly on landing, but 
luckily was only badly bruised.” 


Lieut. Gorman states that at the 
time of writing, which was August 
14, he was being removed to another 


camp. He was then at Rastatt, Baden.

Was the necessity of providing the 
allied nations and, allied armies es- 
pecially, with such staples as beef,

this work was chiefly by personal ap- 
peal and licensing in order that a 
greater supply might be available for 
export overseas. The result so far was

The Circumstances

The Means at Hand. 


The fuel controller announces 
that regulations have been 
proved by the Governor-General 
for controlling the wholesale and 
retail sale of gasoline in Canada. 
If there is, therefore, a need of 
saving gasoline, the controller has 
at hand the machinery necessary 
to effect that saving by regulating 
the distribution of gasoline and 
imposing limitations upon all users 
equitably. 

Taking Over Lots-- 
and the Tax Bills. 


The taxpayer just now is divided 
between surprise that his tax bill is 
so much larger than that of last 
year, and surprise that he should 
be thought wealthy enough to pay 
so much. The increase, and the 
height to which taxes have 


that at the last session of the legis- 
lature an amendment was placed 
in the charter providing that land | 
offered at a tax sale and not sold 
must be taken over by the city. | 
The consequences of this enforced 
taking over of property by the city | 
are worthy of some thought. 

For the tax sale being held this | 


year 55,000 lots were on the list. | 
There is no hope that the odd 
5,000 will be sold. The other 50,000 
inust be taken over by the city 
under the terms of this new 
amendment. The assessed valua- 
tion of these lots runs all the way 
from a few dollars up to the fanci- 
ful calculations of the boom days. 
If the average works out at $500) 
per lot, this means that the city is 
taking over $25,000,000 worth of 
the taxable property in the city 
—one-third of the total—which, of | 
jecourse, thereby becomes untax- 
able. 

But the former owners of the 
lots which are taken over are be- 
ing sent the tax bills for the pres- | 
ent year; the city being thus in! 
the position of presuming or pre- 
tending to collect taxes on the pro- 
perty. That no doubt is in accord 
with the legal requirements; but 
next year or the year after, when 
titles to the lots have finally pass- 
ed to the city, it will be no longer 
possible to charge up the taxes 
against anybody. The property 
will then have to be admitted to 
be non-taxable, and the whole re- 
levied upon 
the remaining property; that is to 
say, the two-thirds of the property 
remaining in possession of private 
owners will be required to provide 
the whole of the taxes. From the | 
taxpayer's standpoint that seems 
to promise a further unweleome 
addition to the tax bill of some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 50 
per cent,
